ARE THERE ANY AMERICANS? 

In the London Vice Chancelor’s Court, 
Sir John Stuart recently delivered a sin¬ 
gular decision in the case of Mary J. Daw¬ 
son, a Minor, who had been carried off 
to England from her Guardian in New 
York. The child’s father was an English¬ 
man who emigrated to New York, where 
he did business as a merchant, and be¬ 
came a naturalized citizen. He married 
Miss Jay, the grand daughter of Chiet 
Justice Jay, of the U. S. Supreme Court. 
Mary J. Dawson is their daughter. The 
parents are both dead, and the guardian¬ 
ship of the child, heiress to considerable 
property, has been much contested by 
her relatives. Finally, the Surrogate of 
New York placed the child under the 
care of Miss Eliza Jay, her maternal aunt, 
and an injunction was obtained from the 
Supreme Court of this state, to prevent the 
child’s removal from America by her fath¬ 
er’s relatives. 

The child was, however, removed, and 
Miss Jay now applies to the English 
Courts to have the child restored to her 
guardianship, as she wishes to have the 
child brought up in the United States and 
receive an American education. The 
English Vice Chancellor in his decision 
says: 

The order of the surrogate of New 
Aork, which appoints Miss Jay guardian, 
is to be recognised and treated in this 
court with the respect doe by the courte¬ 
sy of nations to the order of a foreign 
court: but it does not confer on Miss Jay 
th<‘ character of guardian inthis country. 
The father of the infant was a British 
subject, a'd is .said to have been, after 
many years residence in America, natu¬ 
ralized as a citizen of the United States. | 
Doing born in allegiance to the Crown of 
England, this naturalization, though it 
conferred on him the rights of an Ameri¬ 
can citizen, did tod absolve him from lus 
rights as a British subject, and his- child 
born in America, of a marriage contract¬ 
ed with an American lady, and with an 
American domicile, and under the protec¬ 
tion of American laws, is. nevertheless a 
subject of the Crorcn of Enphmdu 

The Vice Chancellor, however, after 
conversing with the“infant” and with her 
relatives, expressed a willingness to asso¬ 
ciate Miss Jay in the guardianship. Mr. 
Marcy has recently given it as his opinion 
that a child born in the United States, 
though only one, or neither of the Parents 
were citizens, acquired the character and 
all the rights of a citizen; just the same 
as if both parents were citizens at the 
time of the birth. But hero we have an 
English Vice Chancellor laying down a 
doctrine which, in principle, destroys t) e 
distinctive American Nationality of all 
descendants of British subjects. For, if 
persons born in allegiance to the Crown 
of England can never divest themselves 
of the character of British subjects, and if 
this character descends to their children, 
no matter under what other nationality 
they may be born, all American citizens, 
the descendants of British subjects, are 
“subjects of the Crown of England”—ac¬ 
cording to Sir John Stuart 

This is worse than the pretensionsi 
which the Czar sets up to a protecting 
sovereignty over the Greek inhabitants of 
Turkey. It will not do, however, for 
Queen Victoria to push her sovereign 
claims over the “Anglo Saxon” of the Uni¬ 
ted States, even as far as her predecessor 
did previous to the war of 1812. Ameri¬ 
can Citizen is a prouder title than British 
Subject. —_Y. Y. Sun.

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Almost every day of the last session of 
the legislature, from its opening to the 
close, some new dodge was “tried On " to 
concentrate as much power as possible in 
the hands of a few individuals, and origi¬ 
nating in most cases with a clique who 
appear determined to effect their objects 
right or wrong, without regard to conse¬ 
quences. It has become a characteristic 
of California legislation, to grant exclu¬ 
sive privileges ; one instance of which 
was the interesting bill introduced by one 
oritio Oalarorns mombers, to invest the 
Governor with the power to appoint all 
the Auctioneers in the State us if he did 
not already possess more patronage than 
can safely be bestowed on one man. \\ e 
are opposed to any such power being 
held and exercised by any individual, be¬ 
lieving that all appointments should be 
made by the Legislature alone. There is 
too much patronage in the hands of many 
of our officers from the President down. 
In most cases this very power is used not 
with any reference to suitability or merit ) 
but to turlher their own political advance¬ 
ment. 

Some old fashioned persons—and we 
unfortunately belong to that elass—think 
that they have the right to follow any pur¬ 
suit they choose, provided they give the 
necessary security for the faithtul perfor¬ 
mance of their duties, and pay the per 
centage and license required by law; but 
this doctrine has become exploded in this 
enlightened age. 7’he next move will be, 
doubtless, to grant some person the power 
to appoint lawyers, mechanics, tradesmen, 
etc., for the different sections and compel 
us to deal with them alone—-purchase in 
the State shop or not at all. So we go. 

We learn that Judge Radcliff, and sev¬ 
eral other gentlemen from Sonora, will be 
in town in a few days, and intend survey¬ 
ing the route for the proposed Canal from 
the Joaquin or Merced. We begin to be¬ 
lieve that something will be done at last 
towards the accomplishment of this all 
important work. 

We learn that another party, possess¬ 
ing an almost unlimited control of the 

jeet previous to entering the field. There 
is plenty of room for both, so come along 
gentlemen, and “pitch in.” You will find 
plenty of custom*-rs for the clement, if you 
only bring it to us. 

We arc somewhat infected hereabouts 
with a sort ofMicawber spirit, which usu¬ 
ally waits for something to turn up, in¬ 
stead of turning it up ourselves. 

Important to Settlers.— The State 
Journal says, that by recent instructions 
from the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office to the Register at Benicia, it 
is stated that where the settlement is made 
previous to the survey, the settler may take 
his land in 40 acre tracts, so as to rover his 
house and improvements. Jlut in all cases, 
where he can cover such house and im¬ 
provements bv legal subdivisions, he shall 
be confined to them, i. e., a regular quar¬ 
ter section or two eighty acre tracts, divi¬ 
ded by a north and south line, so as to 
make a square quarter section. 

Water Companies.— The Union Water 
Company at Murphy’s have declared a 
dividend of two and one-half per cent., for 
the fifteen days ending April 30. 

The Tuolumne County Water Com¬ 
pany have also declared a dividend of 
four per cent, on the capital stock, for the 
month ot April.

Legislative Proceedings &c. 

Sacramento, May 13, 1854. 

Messrs. Editors :—Every thing betokens 
a general breaking up of the I legislative 
wisdom ot the State. Only two days yet 
remain to pass the thousand and one bills 
recommended by the Governor in his late 
special message and upon which the very 
existence of the State depends; so his Ex¬ 
cellency states, but the State will no doubt 
survive, even if not another law is passed 
for a dozen years. 

The Revenue bill has occupied the most 
attention fora few days past, but nothing 
material has been determined on as yet. 
Some amendments have been concurred 
in, such ns striking out the license for 
Restaurants anti Eating Houses,and others 
of less importance. 

The following bills have passed both 
houses, and are now waiting the signature 
of the Governor: 

Creating a State Agricultural Society, 
and appropriating 85,000 a year for four 
years for the same. 

Bill appropriating money for the civil 

expenses of the State. 

Appropriating 85,000 for the relief of 
Captain Harry Love. This bill has also 
passed the Assembly, and will soon be a 
law. 

To incrooscthr salary of the Governor's 

Secretary, from 81,800 to 8~,500. 

An act explanatory of the act concurr¬ 
ing Lotteries. 

An act to amend an act concerning 
divorces. 

Providing for the appointment of Dep¬ 
uty County Treasurers. 

To prevent frauds in the sale of 
flour. 

To Fund the County Debt of Mariposa 
county. This bill also only awaits the 
signature of the Governor to become a 
law. 

The following was offered by Mr. Ly¬ 
ons, and passed by a vote of 18 to 7: 

Resolved, By the Senate, the Asst mbly 
concurring, that our Senators art: instruc¬ 
ted and our Representatives in Congress 
are requested to use their best efforts to 
procure the passage of a law authorizing 
the State of California to le vy a capitation 
tax upon the Chinese and other Asiatics 
who emigrate to this country : said tux to 
be paid by the masters of vessels before 
the emigrants are landed. 

The following bills have passed the As¬ 
sembly : 

To prescribe the time of commencing 
civil suits. 

For the protection of toll and other 
bridges. 

For the extension of the Water Front of 
Sun Francisco. 

Revenue bill with amendments. 

A bill providing for increased pay to 
attachees of the Legislature. 

To create a board of Commissioners in 
euch county to regulate water courses. 

For thcs protection of buildings and fix- 
tures in the mines. 

All sorts ot attempts have been made 
lately to rush thro : -h bills lot- the reliel 
of defeated office-seekers, needy adven- 
lurers, and others for sufferings e: lured 
in the pursuit of fat offices under dr..i- 
cuhies. 

Another one of those gentlemanly ex¬ 
hibitions, so common now-u-duys, came 
off in the Assembly one day last week. 
The difficulty was trifling, and originated 
in a misunderstanding between Mr. Ash¬ 
ley and Speaker Fairfax. The hitter 
struck at Mr. A. with his fist, but was re¬ 
strained by Mr. Stowe who was standing 
near. The Speaker seized his hat and 
immediately left the house, and so the 
matter rests. 

1 here arc runmTs rife here that the 
Brodcrickitcs intend calling an extra ses¬ 
sion through their obedient servant the 
Governor, and by this means elect their 
master to the United States Senate. They 
are capable of doing it, but whether the 
dodge will succeed or not remains to be 
seen. 

In my next 1 hope to be able to inform 
you of the passage of a few bills of some 
consequence to somebody, and what is of 
more importance, a general scattering of 
all the “big fish.” Pete. 

Killed— An Affray, originating in a 
difference of opinion with regard to the 
title to a tract of land, occurred at Spring 
Valley, Placer county, on Friday last. 
Pistols were used, and W. F. Foreman was 
killed on the spot. W. T. Horton, wh*^ 
fired the' pistol, has been held to answer 
the charge of manslaughter, in the sum of 
85,000. 

K A week or two ago, five prisoners es¬ 
caped from the State Prison at Corta .Ma¬ 
dera. We learn that two of them were 
the notorious “Cherokee Bob” and his 
partner White, convicted at the last term 
of the District Court in this county, of 
horse stealing, and sentenced to ten years 
, imprisonment each. 

Another Cave, says the Calaveras Chron¬ 
icle, has been discovered this week in the 
vicinity of Volcano. It has been explored 
to the depth Of 150 feet, when the party 
were brought up by a deep lake. The 
descent is described as being very difli. 
cult. 

Pugilistic.—T he Diamond Springs Ad¬ 
vocate chronicles a half-dozen fights in 
that place on Sunday, one of which re¬ 
sulted seriously—an unfortunate hombre 
having “a piece bit out of his under lip. 
about the size of a porter-house steak.” 

Eg Dorado County.— This county is 
said to be entirely out of debt. It owes 
Nobody a “red,” and nobody owes the 
same.

MARIPOSA CHRONICLE. 

Marifosa Cheek.—M inus on the creek 
are again h ud at work digging out the 
“root of all evil,” which most of us are so 
“mighty” fond of chewing. Messrs. Wills 
&. Co., above town, are Join*: Wi ll, having 
taken out 810 per man the first day's work¬ 
ing after the late rains. Other companies 
higher up are averaging 88 to 810 to the 
man per day. Down along the creek be¬ 
low town, operations have fairly commen¬ 
ced, and some parties in favorable loca¬ 
tions have already drained their claims 
and are making from 8 *» to 88 per day. 
and at times for days in succession, 
high as 8-0 and 830 per day to the man. 

Carsons.—Q uite a rich strike has lately 
been made on the creek above Carson- 
town. Mr. Powell has taken out of his 
claim as high as $50 to a pan. Mr. P. was 
ready to start home, but will now wait un¬ 
til he works his claim out. Talk about 
the mines being worked out, and for all 
■we know, they may be in some counties, 
hut in Mariposa they never will be until 
we get water to work them out with.— 
There are plenty of Mexicans around Car- 
sons making $4 and $5 per day with their 
balteres. 

Opposite the old French store above the 
village, Messrs. Gibson &. Co. an- doing 
extremely well, making some days as high 
as three and four ounces. The dirt has to 
he carried to some distance, and washed 
in rockers. Messrs. Bromley & Co., and 
other parties are doing equally as well. 
Mr. Jaggers, working out a lot from which 
the shanty had been removed, is making 
from 810 to 810 per day. A lump weigh¬ 
ing over four ounces was found a few 
«days ago in a claim in the street opposite 
Madame Clement’s house. 

Agfa Feu.—W e Ieat n from 
that the miners below the town are not 
doing as well as they have been, on ac¬ 
count of the scarcity of water, but are 
generally averaging from 83 to S'? per 
day. The miners above the town arc do¬ 
ing better, some companies averaging as 
high as $12 per day. 

Sherlocks.— Above the Falls the cele¬ 
brated old garden claims are paying as 
usual; but there is no need of publishing 
anything concerning them, as everybody 
knows that a fourth interest in some oi 
them cannot be purchased for less than 
$2,000 to $3,000. 

Below the fulls, among the boulders, 
ounces are plenty, but it takes hard knocks 
to get them out. We know of several par¬ 
ties who made from $4,000 to 80,000 each, 
on this creek last season, and we expect 
tol car of many more this summer. 

Quaktzeu; We have been informed 
“thatthe rich quartz vein lately discover¬ 
ed at Quartzburg, was sold next day tor 
-$ 10 , 000 , and that near!v 8 : 2.000 was the 
result of the second day’s w<uk.

A few days ngo, Messrs. Blackwell & 
Lynch, working ten hands, took out 8 oz. 
in one day. Pretty fair. 

Fire Proof Cet..'.a it.—Mr I,. Frankl. 
(successor to Frankl &. Co..) oa Main 
street, opposite the Southern hotel, has 
erected under his store, a fine tire proof 
cellar, and from a careful examination of 
the premises on Wednesday last, we are 
inclined to believe it will answer every 
purpose the proprietor intends it for.— 
The manner in which Mr. Frankl has con¬ 
structed his cellar is very simple, and 
worthy of imitation. He has a double 
floor to his store—between the two lloors 
being filled with clay. The entrance is 
from the cento: of the store, and covered 
bv a heavy iron door, set in brick. The 
entrance is not yet finished, but will be in 
a few days. The sides of the house are 
protected by heavy embankments of dirt. 
In the bottom of this cellar or vault, Mr. 
Frankl has over five hundred bottles of 
the choicest brands of wine buried, which 
he intends to draw on his numerous custo¬ 
mers this summer. May he never have to 
drmr them from ashes. 

Mariposa Improvements—L ately our 
town has presented quite an animated up- 
pea ranee—on every side arc new improve¬ 
ments visible—lots beiug fenced in, old 
houses repaired, new houses in course o| 
erection—some finished, others just start¬ 
ed, has changed the quiet current of mat¬ 
ters and things so much, that the man who 
could not notice it, must be a poor observ¬ 
er indeed. There are eleven frame hou¬ 
ses now building in town. 

But few country towns in the State of 
California offer the same inducements to 
settlers as Mariposa. Lots in town are 
cheap—and if thay want to locate in the 
suburbs, they are to be had for nothing — 
Lumber is cheap, and near at hand—in 
fact there is one steam saw mill at the 
head of main street, and some half dozen 
•others within a few miles. Our mining 
district cannot be surpassed, either in the 
richness of the placers or quality of the 
dust.
